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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The following is in response to the applicant's arguments and amendments filed 1/19/06. 
The examiner has considered the applicant's arguments, but is not persuaded in removing the 
prior art rejections. 

The applicant argues that the prior fails to teach or suggest the initial mixing 
concentration of the oxidizing agent being less than the target concentration required for the 
process. 

However, in continuous processes the concentration of the oxidizing agent would vary. 
For example, the prior art continuous mixing processes that regulate the concentration of 
oxidizing agent would have concentration values both above and below the target concentration. 
Hence the instant case and in the prior art use a concentration detector for measuring the oxidizer 
concentration and would at some point in the process have a concentration below that of the 
target concentration. As such, the prior art clearly reads on the applicant's limitation of having 
an initial concentration set below the target value. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102
